S. Fox, Charles F. Watch, Killis Hie­ 
ronymus, Q. D. Malone and T. F. Ida­ 
ville, view ed the remains and the in­ 
quest was continued until W ednesday 
morning. 
Friends of Calcutt from W arrens­ 
burg, and also in this city, together 
with attaches of the pool 
hall and 
others appeared as w itnesses. 
John Butler, the negro porter, who 
first discovered Calcutt’s 
body, 
was 
the first w itness, and he told of his 
being startled on entering the wash 
room to find the body in a partly up­ 
right posture against a wall. 
He told 
of notifying the police department. 
Milton 
Easterwood 
and 
brother, 
Willis Easterwood, who accompanied 
Calcutt to Sedalia 
early 
Christmas 
morning from W arrensburg, told of 
Calcutt drinking som e during the day, 
and of other events ihat transpired. 
They reported the last -they saw of 
him alive was at 6 o ’clock Christmas 
night., when they departed fur their 
home at Warrensburg, leaving Calcutt 
here. 
Henry Arens, employed at the Pehl 
& 
Kueck pool hall, told of Calcutt 
playing pool during a part of Christ­ 
m as night, at which time, according 
to the w itness, Calcutt appeared to be 
alright. 
Night Chief of Police Kaiser then 
told of being summoned 
after 
the 
finding of the body, and of an exam 
ination being made to 
ascertain 
if 
Calcutt had any marks of violence en 
his body. 
W itness testified lie failed 
to find any. 
The body of Calcutt was taken to 
Warrensburg

rensburg as ‘Cigarett,’ went to Sedalia 
Friday. 
T hree 
other 
W arrensburg 
young m en were with Calcutt Mon­ 
day night. 
They say they all w ent to 
the station to come back to W arrens­ 
burg and that Calcutt w as trying to 
sober up. 
They thought that he had 
boarded the train when they did, and 
did not m iss him until the train had 
almost reached Knobnoster. 
One of 
the party loaned Calcutt $5 in a Se­ 
dalia saloon Monday evening. 
“Two years ago a report was in cir­ 
culation that Calcutt had committed 
suicide by drowning him self 
in 
the 
Missouri river at Kansas City. 
The 
river w as dragged for several days. 
Later, Calcutt returned, but gave no 
explanation of his disappearance. 
“His 
mother, 
Mrs- Laura Calcutt, 
works at the Estes hotel and lives in 
a little cottage near the electric light 
plant. 
It is com m only reported that 
m ost of her earnings were given to 
her son. 
“Mrs. Calcutt 
w a s 
notified 
e a r l y 
Tuesday morning of the death of her 
son. 
She becam e hysterical and it 
was n ecessary to call

Throughout the day she has remained 
in a stupor. 
“Calcutt w as a baker by trade and 
at different tim es worked at the Por­ 
ter bakery.

bills have already been prepared for 
introduction in the senate and house 
making provisions for continuing the 
contracts, but increasing the cost to 
tin* contractors to $1 a day for each 
able bodied convict. 
The contractors 
ate now paying 75 cents a day for 
1.2,Hit convicts. 
Those 
who 
have 
been 
watching 
events at the penitentiary were of the 
opinion months 
ago 
that 
attempts 
would be made to continue the con­ 
tracts. 
As balm to those who protest 
against the contract system of work­ 
ing convicts, tile new proposition will 
contain a provision under which the 
convicts who work tor the contractors 
will receive 20 per cent of their wages, 
or the same will go to their families, 
as may be. decreed. 
The contractors 
expect to get by with this. 
An Old Trick. 
Consideration for the families, or 
he convicts themselves is not a new 
bait for continuing the contracts. 
A 
law was passed 
years 
ago 
setting 
a sid e 5 per cent of the earnings of 
’hose convicts for exactly the same 
purpose, but this law has never been 
enforced. 
The plea is mad** that one 
legislature afret another did not ap­

A Change Always Fought. 
Tile evidence ot tile past shows that 
the leaders of the democratic party in 
Missouri have not been in favor of 
abolishing the contract system. They 
have sought subterfuges for continu­ 
ing the contracts long after they had 
promised in their state platforms to 
abolish it. 
Although there has been a 
pretense in the laws 
that 
convicts 
hnuld bn worked on the public high­ 
ways, this quarter of promised relief 
has been secretly opposed by those in 
authority, lest it should lead to a way 
of getting rid of the contracts.
